Dear Mr. Editor: 
Now that Easter Is over T should 
like to say a word about our jail. 
One's first reaction to the th reat 
by the state to do something about 
our Jail situation, if the county 
doesn’t, was one of resentm ent to* 
ward such arbitrary outside inter­ 
ference. 
It seemed to smack of 
dictatorship. 
And we don’t like it. 
But my second feeling was a pro­ 
found sense of shame th at this 
beautifully situated, crossroads-of- 
the-nntion community, so full of 
C hristian institutions and good peo­ 
ple. had to be told by the state th at 
it is m aintaining and responsible 
for a public institution th at is u n ­ 
fit for hum ans. 
“Forgotten A re om mod at ions" 
Of course, we, us citizens of the 
commonwealth, are the state. 
In 
reality it is no foreign agency that 
comes meddling into our local a f­ 
fairs. 
The citizens voluntarily in­ 
vest 
their 
government 
with 
the 
responsibility for setting up and en­ 
forcing those hum anitarian stan d ­ 
ards in society’s penal and welfare 
institutions 
which 
are 
consistent 
with an enlightened and C hristian 
order of life. 
Through such gov­ 
ernm ental regulation many a local 
community 
hH* 
been 
sa»'**d 
the 
further disgrace of perpetuating still 
longer the tragedy of its forgotten 
accommodations 
f o r 
i t s 
public 
charges. 
But the sting for us lies in this. 
Of ail communities, for ours to 
have to be prodded and threatened 
by the state into providing decent 
and hum ane prison facilities! Con­ 
sider enlightened Gettysburg alone, 
home of w hat Is perhaps our g reat­ 
est American shrine, with its ten 
or a dozen C hristian churches, a 
C hristian college, a theological sem ­ 
inary. an up-to-date school system, 
its service clubs, and a vast num ber 
of charitable, fraternal, and p at­ 
riotic organizations 
Net a New Condition 
As one who loves his community 
and feels keenly the hurt of th is ) caught 
public reprim and. I hang my head 
in sham e. 
Any indignation which 
I may have felt at the dictate of 
the state is lost in hum iliation at 
our being satisfied with, not to 
speak of our being guilty of, m ain­ 
taining a county institution th a i is 
condemned for hum an occupation. 
Nor did this sad condition arise 
just over night. 
We are reminded 
th a t already in 1928 the grand jury. 
in its annual inspection 
returned 
such a condemnatory report of jail 
conditions th a t should have made 
any respectable community red in 
the 
face. 
One 
wonders 
what 
previous grand juries were report­ 
ing 
to

deteriorate to so deplorable a state, 
and one also asks what kind of re­ 
ports grand Juries, until very re­ 
cently. have been making. 
On the 
other hand why must a community 
like ours walt for a jury to inform 
it as to what is taking place in its 
very m idst? 
Is there no way for i 
citizens to learn first-hand w hat Is 
happening in their public institu­ 
tions without depending upon per­ 
functory reports of perfunctory in­ 
vestigations? 
New Shock Coming? 
It is to be expected th at one of 
these days we shall receive a further 
shock through being instructed by 
the state to get busy and do some­ 
thing about certain conditions per­ 
taining to our county home which 
are far below' modern standards and 
ideals for the care of the Indigent 
aged. 
In M arch, 1939, The G ettys­ 
burg Times published a series of 
pictorially documented articles on 
our own local unit of that u n ­ 
fortunate category of institutional 
“homes” which have been set aside 
by society and then forgotten by al­ 
most everybody except those who 
are obliged to live in them .
